Boston, Jan. 22.—The first week of the 


graat strike of cotton workers in the va- 
rious New England manufacturing cen- 
ters, from reports received this morning, 
bids fair to close with both, strikers and 
manufacturers firmly maintaining their 
respective positions. Save in the case of 
the White Rock mills at Westerly, R. I., 
it is not expected that attempts will be 
made at any ot the striking points to open 
factories oa Monday. AH rumors to the 
effect that the movement would be under- 
taken have been positively denied. 


Thera seems to be no means of deter- 


mining what the outcome of the strike 
will be at present. The workmen gener- 
ally are very positive in their assertions 
that they will win, even if they have to 
stay out all winter, and the manufactur- 
ers' agents are just as decisive in stating 
that the cut in wages which started the 
controversy, must be enforced. 


One thing seems to be apparent. It is 


that an early settlement is improbable- 
This opinion is emphasized by the fact 
that no attempt at a conference between 
the opposing forces has been made during 
the weeE, save, poss bly, some overtures 
by Mr. Barry of the state board of arbi- 
tration at New Bedford, which thus far 
have been fruitless. 


The strike is seriously affecting business 


in all the citits interested, but in nearly 
every place the sentiment of the public 
seems to be very strongly in favor of the 
strikers, 


A more quiet strike was never begun. 


There has been little or no drunkenness, 
and no disturbances since the first day. 
In fact the first week of the strike goes 
on record as being the most orderly ever 
handled. 


The workers at Lewiston who did not 


strike but were thrown out by lack of 
work caused by strikes in other depart- 
ments, are ready to return, but the mill 
agents have decided to let matters take 
their course. 


Fall River operatives in the carding de- 


partment at the Shove mills have de- 
cided not to strike, although they have 
been authorized by the nnioa to do so. 
A new list, just 111-9 per cent, below the 
old, has b«en accepted. 


Mew Bedford, Jan, 22.—Arrangements 


have been made for general collection of 
funds, and appeals and subscription pa- 
pers trill be placed in circulation this 
evening. It has developed today that in 
a number of instances fines have keen im- 
posed this week, and the cr.se against too 
Hathaway mills, which is again to come 
up in court for trial will attain more 
prominence than ever, especially as one 
of the New York newspapers has agreed 
to pay all the expenses of a new trial. 


The appeal which will be sent out is as 


follows: 


Fellow workers, men and women: 


Nme thousand cotton operatives in out 
city are now on strike ajjrainst a 10-per- 
cent reduction of wages. 
A strike in 


mid-winter is a fearful and terrible 
thing1, but when 9000 men and women 
quit work simultaneously in the face of 
hardship, suffering and privations, in- 
tensified by the seventy of winter, there 
must be some good ground for suoh ac- 
tion.

The only argument advanced by the 


manufacturers thus far as to why they 
wish to reduce wages has been "that 
the other New England manufacturers 
have reduced wages, and they intend to 
do the same;" and the only argument 
advanced as to why we should accept 
the reduction has been "that the winter 
is upon us and we would suffer severely 
in case of a strike." After considering 
the circumstances the spinners by only 
four dissenting- votes and the weavers 
by onjy live dissenting votes decided to 
strike, the remainder of the organiza- 
tions taking similar unanimous action, 
such action being heartily endorsed by 
all organized workers, with the stated 
results that 9000 men and women are 
now idle, the greater portion of which 
will have no other means of support than 
that which is received from outside 
sources. 
On behalf of the 9060 men and 


women, who are fighting a batUe not 
oiily for themselves, but for all American 
textile workers, we make an appeal for 
financial assistance, believing, hoping 
and trusting, sincerely trusting, that our 
appeal shall not be in vain.

fected by fines, were happily surprised. 
They compared notes as they received 
tlieir envelopes, and not one was fined, 
so far as couid be learned.

two years, met last night and elected 
officers lor the next sis months. 


Knitters Locked Oat. 


Laconia, K. H., Jan. 22.—Last Monday 


the knitters at the hosiery mill of the 
Hodgson & Holt company, having re- 
ceived notice of a cutdown. of 10 percent, 
refused to go to work and have since 
remained out. The entire plant shut 
down Thursday night for six weeks. 
The company has made arrangements 
to equip its plant with knitting machines, 
three-quarters automatic, and it is ex- 
pected that they will be in readiness to 
resume operations early in March. These 
machines are said to be about three 
time the capacity of those now in. us« 
in the mill. 
When, they are started it 


is understood a new scale of prices will 
be adopted.

WHAT SPANIARDS SAY 


That They Defeated the Cubans 


in the Insurgents'Own Capital. 


Small Loss, of Course. 


Havana, Jan. 22.—According to Infor- 


mation from Spanish sources. General 
Castellano, being aware that the Insur- 
gent government was established at 
Esperanza in buildings constructed by 
the insurgents 17 leagnes from Puerto 
Principe, at the extreme west end of the 
Cubiitas ridge, proceeded in that direction 
with 2200 infantry, 400 cavalry and two 
field cannon. After a three days' try- 
ing manoh he forced a difficult position 
on the fourth day and overcame the 
obstinate »esistance of 1000 insurgents, 
pursuing th*m more than six miles and 
destroyr»g and burning the houses! at 
Esperanza, including the insurgent gov- 
ernment buildings. On. the following 
day he engaged the reunited insurgents, 
2500 strong, near the Inferno woods, six 
miles from Esperanza. He routed them 
after two hours' combat and put them 
to flight. 


The insurgent loss is believed to be 


numerous, but owing to the density of 
the wood it is difficult, according to the 
Spanish account, to ascertain the full 
extent of the defeat. The insurgents left 
B7 dead on the field. The Spanish lost 
five killed and had 31 wounded, among the ' 
latter being Lieutenant Colonel Perez j 
Monto. 


The Insurgents under Leader fiontea- 


gudo, enraged by the reports of the sur- 
render of Insurgent General Parra, at- 
tacked the town of Esperanzarrl ovince 
of Santa Clara. Under cover of darkness 
they reached the houses in the Rosario 
ward, but the garrison repelled the at- 
tack and followed the fleeing insurgents 
outside the town, The latter left nine 
dead. A private dispatch from Spanish 
sources says the attacking insurgents 
had 30 wounded and that the garrison's 
loss was insignificant.

ON STRIKES. 


Eloquent Orator Says They Are the 


Product of Progress, 


Their Possibilities Never Yet 


Fully measured. 


Time When Peace Will Reign Supreme In the 


Industrial World, 


-.Boston, Tan. 22.—W-JBourke Coefcran 
delivered an address in Sander's theater, 
Cambridge, last night under the aus- 
pices of the Harvard Catholic club on 
"Christianity, the Light to Economic 
Truth." Speaking an the labor question, 
with special emphasis on/ the subject of 
strikes, he soon interested his audience 
by the clearness of Ms thought and kept 
their mterspt to the end in. spite of the 
technical nature of his matter. 


Throughout the address there was 


much applause, though 
the audience 


was a very critical one, until when the 
speaker after finishing almost exhaust- 
ed, with a five-minute moving perora- 
tion, won over the most critical and 
scored an orator's triumph in the build- 
ing which has seen many such triumphs 
by the great orators of the past genera- 
tion. 
"Charity being the essential virtue of 


Christianity, freedom is the final fruit 
of 
Christian civilization," said 
the 


orator. "Now, freedom in its applica- 
tion to the institutions and lives of men 
bore no more substantial or significant 
result than the substitution of free labor 
for slave labor. That reform worked to 
humanity's advantage in the social and 
economic conditions of the world. Free 
labor has stimulated invention, it has 
extended immeasurably the scope of its 
knowledge, lengthened sensibly the span 
of its existence and improved every con- 
dition of man's life, but the industrial 
system based upon freedom, marvelous 
as its fruits and beneficent results have 
been, contains in itself elements which 
t!breaten-its existence. 


"The magnitude of this problem and 


Its importance has been recognized by 
the two men who stand conspicuous 
among all their fellows by the length of 
their yeara and the illustrious character 
of their lives. A few years ago Pope 
Leo XIII, In an encyclical address to the 
bishops of the Christian world, called 
attention to the pressing necessity of de- 
vishiR means of equitably adjusting 
conditions among all the elements of the 
industrial system, and on last Sunday 
the papers contained extracts from a 
letter of Mr. Gladstone in which that 
veteran statesman declared that he 
viewed with little 
apprehension 
the 


threats of war wlhioh filled the press of 
the world, but that he regarded with deep 
anxiety the industrial disputes which in 
his opinion threatened the peace and 
progress of Christian government. 
No%v 


in that we see the statesman, Mr. Glad- 
stone, stating a problem with all his 
habitual clearness olt expression. He 
measures a danger in the light of a lum- 
inous intellect. The pontiff not only 
states the danger, but suggests the 
remedy In the application to this prob- 
lem of that Christian virtue of charity 
which has already accomplished the po- 
litical regeneration of humanity. 


"That Mr. Gladstone does not exag- 


gerate the gravity of this problem, that 
the pope lhas not overstated it can be 
found in the experience of every civi- 
lized community. These industrial dis- 
putes are products not of want or de- 
generacy, but of progress and abun- 
dance. They are most habitual In the 
cities where the conditions of comfort 
are greatest. They present the most 
puzzling question that has ever con- 
fronted the human race. The possibility 
of the strike has never yet been meas- 
ured, although it has been indicated by 
some past experiences. We have seen it 
tie up the food supply of a great city, we 
have seen It affect the industry of over 
20,000,000; w« have seen it spread over 
this country and other countries, and we 
have never yet seen it carried to the ex- 
tent that it may be further carried by 
further organizations and union for its 
use In disputes. "' "

A Populist Senator's Opposition to 


McKenna's Promotion. 


Questioned Nominee's Fitness 


For Supreme Bench. 


Vote Was Overwhelmingly Favorable 


io Confirmation; 


Washington, Jan. 22.—The senate de- 


voted its principal attention in executive 
session to the nomination of Attorney 
General McK-enna to be a justice of the 
supreme court of the United States. 
"When the doors were closed the Ha- 
waiian treaty was laid aside in order to 
afford opportunity to ^consider the Mc- 
ICenna nomination and other nomina- 
tions. An effort was made to secure the 
confirmation of the nomination of Gen- 
eral Lonjjstreet to be commissioner of 
railroads, but Senator Vest made objec- 
tion to immediate action and the nomin- 
ation, went over. Mr. Vest did not state 
his objections, beyond mentioning the 
fact that they were not personal. 


JOSEPH M'KENNA. 


The nomination of McKenna was then 


taken up. Senator Allen contended that 
Mr. McKenna was not competent to dis- 
charge the duties of justice. He read the 
charges filed with the committee on ju- 
diciary. The documents comprised a 
»arge number of letters and the protest 
of lawyers and judges of the Pacific 
coast, charging that McKenna was un- 
fitted for the office on the ground of a 
•want of legal attainments. 


He was interrupted by Senator Perk- 


Ins of California, who read a published 
defense of Judge McKenna, giving sta- 
tistics to show that he had not, as a 
judg?e of the California federal court, 
been more frequently reversed by su- 
perior tribunals than had other judgpea 
of the same rank. 


Mr. Allen spoke for three hours. He 


was convinced of Mr. McKenna's unfit- 
ness for the office, he said. He did not in- 
sist upon a rollcall when the vote was 
taken, and the vote was overwhelmingly 
favorable to confirmation. 


There was a preliminary struggle in tha 


house yesterday over the bill for the re- 
lief of the book publishing company of th« 
Methodist Episcopal church, South. By 
shrewd maneuvering its opponents suc- 
ceeded in preventing action. Mr. Dal- 
zell denounced the bill as an attempt to 
loot the treasury. Twenty-five years 
ago, he said, this claim was presented to 
the house and in a careful, exhaustive 
and learned report by Mr. Wilson, then 
a member of the house, the claim was 
thrown out as unworthy of the attention 
of patriotic representatives sent here not 
to loot but to guard the treasury.

EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—There are three

"DIED IN HIS BERTH. ' ' 


An ImpreMlve Death Scene In » Pullman 


Sleeping Car. 


The Morgan ferry station has produced 


many good stories. It has furuibhed its 
quota of tragedy and comedy in railroad- 
ing, but never was a more pathetic vi- 
gnotto of roal lifo portrayed than was fur- 
nished by tho arrival of tho through train 
from the wosl tho other morning. 


When tho trainmen entered the sleeper 


from San Francisco, they found a young 
man in bis berth who was unable to leave 
ic nnd who was then in the last stage of 
consumption. Although a day train, he 
had been allowed to occupy his berth all 
•the way from Houston, having taken tbe 
train at Sun Antonio. He carried a ticket 
for Jackson, Miss. 
That was all the 


trainmen knew of the stranger. 
A physi- 


cian had been a passenger on the train and 
had administered what, comfort ho could 
during tbe journey oust of Houston. When 
Algiers \uis reached, ho advised that it 
would prose fatal to tako the young man 
from his berth. Acting upon this advice, 
the sleeper was detached from tho train 
aud placed on the ferry, a thing that is 
not visually done. Bringing it to this side, 
the btraiigor, who, by tho way, was about 
85 years ol age, was seen to be rapidly 
^inking. 


Dr Fomiento was summoned, nnd ar- 


rived in iv short time. IIo said nothing 
could bo dono. A stimulant was admin- 
istered, however, in tho hope of reviving 
lifo until the patient could be gob from 
the car. 


Harry A-bbott, city passenger agent of 


tho Soutliern Pacific, was in tho car long 
before this. Seeing the sleeper on this side 
attracted the attention of the Kov. Mr. 
Ahrons, who happened along at this time, 
and he climbed on the coach. Dr. For- 
monto,' Mr. Ahrens, the Pullman con- 
ductor and tho two negro porters were now 
surrounding the berth of the dying man. 
Tho doctor said he could not live many 
minutes. 
Mr. Ahrens said it was too bad 


to see tho man die without a word offered 
up in his behalf. 


Kneeling at the head of the Pullman 


berth, there was then enacted a scene 
which was probably never before witnessed 
in a railioad car. Trainmen, who are not 
persistent churchgoers, felt the strange, 
inipressiTe moment, and, as though by in- 
stinct, they all knelt about the couch 
which bore the spirit struggling between 
life and death. Mr. Ahrens was at the 
head, while Harry Abbott knelt at the foot 
and the Pullman conductor and the por- 
ters bowed tbe knee in silence by the side. 
The prayer offered up in behalf of the dy- 
ing man vtas one of the most beautiful 
and most touching ever said in behalf of 
any soul. 
The spirit of the supplication 


was that, although this man was unknown 
to those who knelt by his side, yet he was 
a common brother and bound to them by 
the tie oi brotherly love. For this reason 
all men are interested in each other, and 
for that reason the last and parting prayer 
was offered up in behalf of this dying 
brother. As Mr. Ahrens closed his appeal 
for divine mercy all of the watchers by the 
bedside joined in repeating the Lord'* 
Prayer, even to the porters. 


In ten minutes after the closing of this 


pathetic service the spirit of the man took 
its flight. 
He was afterward conveyed to 


the hospital, and it was then learned that 
the stranger was W. H. Covington of Jack- 
son, Miss., and that ho was of a good Mis- 
sissippi laiuily. He bad been a long time 
a sufferer from consumption, and finally 
determined to go to San Antonio, Tex., 
to see if he could not find some relief. This 
change \ras successful for a time, but, as 
is the case with such patients, the effect 
soon wore off, and Mr. Covington deter- 
mined to make his way back to Missis- 
sippi—ATew Orleans Times-Democrat.

The Black Holes of Indian Territory. 
The other day a prisoner was brought to 


the bar in one of the federal courts of the 
Indian Territory. He was told that he 
could have his choice of a jail or a peni- 
tentiary sentence. 


"Judge,"'said he, "lot me go to tho 


penitentiary. For God's sake, don't send 
me back to that jail!" 


At Ardmore the space between two 


brick buildings is inclosed by walls acrops 
the front and rear of the lot. 
A roof par- 


tially corers tho inclosure. The gable ends 
are open, and a driving rain or snow storm 
wets tho interior. 
The mud of tho dirt 


floors is often ankle deep. Such is one of 
the United States jails of tho territory. 
Under this shed and in the mud tho fed- 
eral prisoners awaiting trial are herded 
by guards who patrol the front and rear 
day and night. 


At South McAlester is tho second of 


thcso national disgraces. 
It is a Btone 


building 50 feet wide by about 80 feet 
long. Tie sides of the building are with- 
out openings of any kind. In one end is 
a door. In the opposite end are two win- 
dows. The only air that can enter is by 
tho dooi and the two windows. Men and 
women prisoners are confined in this stone 
building. 
Recently tho number thus 


housed was 176. The smell tbat comes 
from th» interior is such that few persons 
can approach the door without being sick- 
cued. 


At Muscogeo is the third of the territory 


jails. A flre destroyed the old building in 
uso, and a new structure, crude for such 
purposes, but a marked improvement on 
tho other two jails, is now1 in use. "Th$$. 
three places, two of them without coun- 
terparts in the whole country, are employ- 
ed to hold between 700 and 800 prisoners, 
either awaiting trial or under sentence. 
They are the only jails for a population of 
300,000 white people. To kcop the 700 or. 
800 prisoners within those "black boles" 
tho United' States pays $40,000 a year to 
jnilcrs and keepers.—Washington Cor. St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

THE ITIUllDEKOCS PISTOL, 


Another murder of terrible horror in 


.New England tarns public attention to 
the fact of the increasing number of hom- 
icides in this country and their canse. 
Attorney General Knowlton has reassur- 
ingly stated that murder is not on the 
increase in Massachusetts. We hope it is 
not. Bat the horror connected with re- 
cent crimes in this state his been more 
•hocking snd widespread 
than during 


years previous. 


Judge J. H. Hudson of South Carolina, 


in a recent issue of the Charlestowu News 
and Courier, published a carefully pre- 
pared article upon the homicide question. 
In this article he stated that the number 
of murders in this country in 1896 was 10,- 
652. He furnished a striking illustration 
of one of the features of this dreadful 
•bowing. If there were but one victim to 
a murder, allowing 40 feet to a vehicle, 
snd teii vehicles to a funeral, it would 
make a procession SOO miles long, which, 
traveling five miles an hour, day and 
night, would require nearly eight days to 
pass a single point. Such is one result of 
the homicides in one year in the United 
State*. Clearly, if capital punishment is 
to be abolished in this country, the mur- 
derers themselves should begin the move- 
ment by refraining from murder. 


Jndge Hudson suggests several causes 


for the prevalence of homicide, and urges 
a more rigid enforcement of the laws 
against murder, but he holds that pre - 
vention is better than cure, and suggests 
one remedy that onght to attract wide- 
spread attention. It is that the law- 
makers, federal or state, or both federal 
and state, should "cut the evil up by 
the root, by absolutely prohibiting the 
manufacture, sale or bearing" of the 
pistol, the ready and promoting; cause 
and instrument of nine homicides in tan. 
There is no constitutional right guaranteed 
to the citizen, it is shown, to cairy the 
arms of the assassin, whether openly or 
concealed, but only to "keep" and "bear" 
the arms of the soldier "for the. common 
defence," 
Judge Hudson suggests that 


each state should "pass a law and enforce 
it," against the manufacture, sale and 
bearing of other weapons, and could en- 
force it more easily than a law agains* 
carrying concealed weapons, and that 
"the federal government could come to 
the aid of the state by imposing upon the 
manufacture and sale of pistols a revenue 
tax so heavy as greatly to curtail the 
traffic, if not to destroy it. If ihe con- 
gress of the 
United States and the 


legislature of the state," he 
adds, 


"desire to eradicate this curse of societyi 
they can easily do so, and the people will 
sustain 
them in enacting the 
most 


stringent prohibitory laws on the subject. 
To eradicate the evil is easier than to 
yesulate it." 


The News and Courier, commenting 


upon Judge Hudson's article, which it 
prints, says: "We should insure that 
measure of improvement to begin with. 
We cannot hope for even so much so long 
as the manufacture and sale of murderous 
weapons is recognized and permitted as a 
lawful business, and the wearing of them 
is allowed and guaranteed as a high con- 
stitutional privilege. So long as they ar0 
generally worn for use, they will be too 
generally used. The"root"of the homicide 
evil, we believe, with Jndge Hudson, is 
here, at last, and the government should 


good service to the state in pointing out 
clearly that no right or privilege or prin- 
ciple of- citizenship is involved in the 
making, sale or wearirg of the 'weapons 
of the assassin.' Congress and the legis- 
lature should unite to strike down the 
damnable traffic and custom, which fll.s 
the country in years of peace with bloodv 
graves and desolate homes, and even if 
congress will do nothing:, and the legisla- 
tures of other states will do nothing in 
the canse, the duty of the legislature of 
South Carolina is yet plain. It should 
place the sale and wearing of all such 
weapons in the catalogue of crimes, and 
punish them as inch."

New Record For Foreign Trade 


Established In 1897. 


EXCEEDED THE EXPORTS OF 1893. 


tVhlle Many Industrie* Languished the 


Becor-1 as a Whole Is Encouraging—Some 
Official Statlbtict—The Balance of Trad* 
For Half a Century. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—[Special,]—The 


people of the United States have a right 
to feel proud of their industrial record 
during the your 1897. While it is no doubt 
true that there aro still many places, in- 
dustries and individuals who havo not yot 
folt tho influunco of the returning tido of 
prosperity, all tho reports aro of greater 
assurance for the future. 
In ono particu- 


lar tho people of the United States during 
18U7 did bettor than over bofore. 
They 


established a now record as to their foreign 
trade. 
Up to lust yoar our greatest ex- 


ports in any year were in 1802, "the gold- 
en year," when the total reached $1,030,- 
278,118. But during tho last calendar 
year, ending Deo. SI, our exports aggro- 
gated tha enormous sum of §1,000,000,000, 
or more than §1)0,000,000 a month, or $o,- 
000,000 a day. 


It occurred to :no that these vast figures 


marked an epoch in the history of oiir 
country, and that it was worth while to 
look into their bearings and relations in 
tl.j light of tho past. So I went to the bu- 
reau of statistics of tho treasury depart- 
ment for ofiicial figures concerning tho 
history of our foreign trade, and I thiuk 
these figures will prove of great interest. 


Beginning; of Oar Foreign Trade. 


If we go as far back as 1790, nioro tlian 


a century ago, we shall find that in that 
year the young republic exported goods to 
the value of only 818,000,000, all of which 
went to Europe. In 1797, just o century 
ago, the exports had risen to $51,000,000. 


In 1805 the exports were §95,000,000. In 


1808 they fell to 822,000,000. In 1810 they 
were $65,000,000, but in 1S14, as a result 
of war upon laud and sea, they fell to tho 
lowest point overreached, §7,000,000. This 
yoar and 1808 were the only years in our 
history in which Europe did not buy moro 
than 50 per cent of all our exported goods. 


After 1814 there was rapid recovery of 


onr trade, ranging from $55,000,000 to 
$90,000,000 a year for some 15 years. 


It was in 1S34 that the $100,000,000 


mark was first touched. Tho figures re- 
mained at about that point, from $100,- 
000,000 to §125,000,000, till 1847, and then 
tho $150,000,000 mark was passed. 


From official figures gathered in the 


treasury department I now give an im- 
portant table, showing our exports and 
imports and the balance of trade either for 
or against us during the last half century. 
All figures are for years ending Juno 30.

the Father of Waters Swallowed Several

"No use talking, tho Mississippi rive) ia 


tho most contrary thing on earth," re- 
marked Captain S. H. King of Green villa, 
Miss. "During tho civil war, it will be 
remembered, there was a double bend, 
much in tho shape of the letter S, of the 
river at "Vicksburg. General Grant, you 
know, wanted to change the course of the 
liver by cutting a channel through De 
Soto peninsula, thus cutting off tho uppet 
bend and causing the river to flow straight 
across below Vicksburg ami leaving tho 
town high and dry. Grant could then 
havo sent his gunboats by Vicksburg and 
escaped the shelling from the upper bat- 
teries of tbe Confederates north of the 
town. Ho put General McClernand and 
several thousand man to work at cutting 
this channel across tho peninsula in front 
of tho town, and they worked for sonui 
time, notwithstanding tlio harassment 
from tho lower batteries of tho euoriv. 
But tbe contrary river wouldn't show tho 
least desire of accepting such an artificial 
channel anyway. The plan was finally 
abandoned and Grant's gunboats had to 
make the run before both the upper and 
lower batteries. 
But in 187(> tho Missis- 


sippi river, of its own accord, cut its way 
across De Soto peninsula bsrtow Yicks 
burg, but farther up than Grant's artificial 
channel was started. De Soto peninsula 
Is now Do Soto island, and the body ol 
•water in front of Vicksburg is now known 
as Centennial lake, taking the name from 
the year that the Centennial was held at 
Philadelphia. This is only one of many 
instances showing how tho Mississippi re- 
fuses to submit to the dictation of civil 
engineers and how it follows its own stub- 
born course, winding and washing its 
way here and thero at its own will. 


"By the way, the Mississippi washed 


several thousand dollars out of my pocket 
in one night about 15 years ago. At that 
time I owned a row of houses which began 
almost three blocks away from the river 
in Greenville, Miss. One day a govern- 
ment engineer said to me, ' The river will 
some time wash away its bank here, and 
your buildings will tumble in.' 


"Well, I laughed at him. The bank 


was 75 feet high, and, besides, the river 
•was quite loxv. One morning I awoke to 
learn that there had been a big cave in of 
the river bank tho night before, and that 
a couple of my buildings had been carried 
away. I joined the crowd of people that 
rushed to the river bnnk to see tbis de- 
struction, and, I tell you, I never ap- 
preciated tho terrible power of tho Father 
of Waters until I witnessed this scene. 
^Thile I was standing there talking with 
friends another big slice of land, a block 
in width, crumbled awny and fell into the 
river, carrying with it several more of my 
buildings. 
You can imagine how I felt, 


because I had been drawing an income of 
81,000 a month jn rentals from my build- 
ings. Now over half of them were a mess 
of debris floating down tbe river, and my 
real estate was only so much dirt in tho 
bottom of the channel. 


"As I stood thero watching my build 


ings and ground slip away into the river 
-a citizen approached me and said, 'Cap- 
tain, I'll givo you §1,500 for the remain- 
der of your property.' 
" '.\"o, I'll not take less than $2,000,'

I now had ono lot and one 
building left.

telephoning and telegraphing. Oweral 
Greely has declared ic to be tfco tccst 
notable Fcientific advaiio if the year, 
tbe importance of -^hioh is not confined 
to Hiilitury work alone, but may be ap- 
plied the world over. 


The present field telephone-telegraph 


apparatus of the signal corps represents 
tlio result of more than flvo years of *r- 
periments. General Greely, chief aijjnnl 
officer, secured from abroad a Ghsinilloia 
system for telepbonio communicatiou iu 
1892. By tbis system oral commtinioa- 
tion was possible through uninsulated 
bimetallic wire laid on the ground, each 
end being connected by a Cbaralloia 
transmitter and receiver. The success of 
this so called system waa attributed by 
its inventor, Captain Obaiallois of the 
French army, to the peculiar properties 
of the wire used by Lira. 


After one trial of the Charallois tele- 


phones they were permanently replaced 
: by the Grown magneto 
telephones, 


i owned by tbe signal corps, with a result- 
ing sound many times louder than with 
tlie Gharallois instruments. - 


Nest a study of the bimetallic wire 


led to tbe conclusion that it did not pos- 
sess any special qualities in an eleotrio 
way, and it was theoretically demon- 
strated that as good results should fol- 
low tho use ol a single metal wire of 
the same diameter as the bimetallic, 
and practical test prove! this to be a 
fact. Pnre copper, silicon, bronze and 
other wires of the size of tbe bimetallic 
gave entirely as good results. 


As tbe original idea was to nse the 


uninsulated wire only for oral communi- 
cation, and as, in fact, it waa not pos- 
sible then to otherwise use it, the prob- 
lem of adapting it to the use of the sig- 
nal corps as a part of its means of tele- 
graphic communication w&e confronted. 


Captain James Allen of the signal 


corps, an expert electrician, was charged 
with tlie solution of this problem by 
General. Greely. Be replaced the mag- 
neto telephones used ''as transmitters, 
substituting a carbon transmitter, with 
greatly improved results. These instru- 
ments were introduced into a circuit 
with a battery, induction coil and -tele- 
graph key and 
communication by 


Morsa telegraph code attempted. 


Tlie back stroke of the diaphragm be- 


ing much louder than fcjhe sonnd ob- 
tained when tho current waa sent 
through the magnet seemed for a time a 
fatal objection to the use of tha instru- 
ment as part of the telegraph system. 
An ingenious solution of the problem 
was found by Captain Allen whereby 
the Morse code is read as easily through 
the' receiver as from ' an ordinary tele- 
graph sounder. 


Having in mind comparatively suc- 


cessful experiments abroad in the use of 
a single wire for telegraphing and tele- 
phoning, Captain Allen began -work on 
that line and, ingeniously surmounting 
the many difficulties met with in his 
exhaustive experiments, perfected the 
instrument now used by the signal 
corps. 


It has been rigidly tested at distances 


up to 625 miles and pronounced a suc- 
cess in its various capacities as a 
"buzz," Morse, telephonic and phono- 
pies instrument. 
The -whole 
outfit 


weighs only 16 pounds, including bat- 
tery enough to work over any length of 
line that the corps would probably be 
called upon to operate. An operator 
mnv therefore easily carry ia bis hand a 
combination telegraph and telephone 
office. 
- -With it, while one operator is en- 
gaged in telegraphing a, message in 
• Morse characters, another may, over the 
&5me wire, talk tolepbonically -with 
another station, the distant operators 
hearing only their own messages. — New 
York Herald.

Give then 
some of your cold sliced tongue, some 
of the tiny biscuits, which are made 
further attractive by having- a little 
powdered sugar sprinltlrd on them, 
some tarts, and fur a pleesant dessert 
give them a little individual pudding-. 
The tongue can be varied by having 
some potted chicken, for Which I sent 
you the recipe some time ago, and, by 
the way, always spice the tongue a lit- 
tle. You know the young folks have a 
sweet tooth always ready to sample the 
"good things," and "sugar and spice and 
all things nice" are demanded by them. 


The tarts muat In; filled with jelly or 


marmalade, and not, s.s some people seem 
to think will do, with stewed fruit. .Th« 
latter tends to make the pastry soggy 
and nothing is so disagreeable as a moist 
tart. The oust must be crisp and flakey, 
not only because it tastes better, but be- 
cause it is healthier. For the puddings, 
make a stew of some good meat or fowl, 
fill small pudding dishes and cover tne 
dishes with a crust which can br lifted 
off ea?ily. A deep sauce dish or saucer 
will do if you do not happen to have the 
individual pudding nappies. 


If you have any cake left over which 


is free from everything in the line of 
fruit except raisins or currants, line a 
dish with.thin slices of the cake and 
pour over thern some sweetened milk. 
After the cake has softened to a paste 
shape a small quantity on to each di£h 
and cover with criss cross stripes of 
chocolate frosting. Surround the httl; 
pudding -with some whipped cream. I 
should use the pure chocolate rather 
than the chocolate icing in this recipi. 
The reason that I make a special men- 
tion of individual puddings for the chil- 
dren Is that they are always the more 
pleased if they have one ''all to them- 
selves."

JEMIMA'S CAKES. 


Make a mixture as for molasses cook- 


ies. 
Roll out rather thin, and cut into 


strips two in-eh«s long and three wide. 
fitone some fresh dates, put in each date 
a little sugar and cinnamon, not too 
much. 
Roll the cookies about some 


wood mo-ids or clcrth, and bake so that 
they i\ ill hold their shape, that of a cyl- 
inder. Now slip a date into each cooky 
and fill each end with pink fro=tms. 
When tied with a little bit of pink rib- 
bon, 
these never fail to bring a response 


from the little ones, which will pay you 
for all tire time and trouble you put into 
the preparation. 


As for the young men, I have noticed 


that the average young man is quite as 
appreciative of the dainty elements in 
cookery as he is of the substantial ele- 
ment. Make them as interested in the 
looks of the dish as they are in the eat- 
ing of it, is one of my maxims. Give 
them good clear soups and delicate.nice- 
ly served fish. Have your meats reason- 
able as well as seasonable, and don't 
load the sides a,nd top of the viands with 
medallions and other devices made of 
sugar, spotted with cranberries and 
things of the like sort. Nothing exas- 
perates a young carver more than to 
have to atop and dear oft a place to cut 
from, and especially wlven that same is 
a hungry young man.j. In other words, 
let your dinner up to tlip dessfrt be 
sensible and put' all t'he iVills.and trim- 
mings on to the faivcy dishes—which 
properly belong there. Fill the ma,n up 
and he will be in a. better mood to appre- 
ciate the ornamental. I am sure that if 
you follinv these few suggestions, the

OYSTER PEACEMAKERS. 


This consists of small hot rolls, scooped 


out and filled with hot fried oysters. 
When served one to each person on a 
lace paper on a small plate with fried 
parsley, it is a very desirable dish. Use 
small rolls, as they are much daintier 
and more easily handled by both th« 
cook and the gue^t. 


COCOANUT 'PIE. 


One cup of prepared cocoanut, soaked 


In a pint of boiled milk. Add two table- 
spoonfuls of eornstarch, yolks of three 
eggf. j little butler and salt, arid some 
sugar if wanted. A little grated rind of 
lemon improves it. Bake without upper 
crust. Take tne whites of the 
frosting. 


PEANUT BISCUIT. 


Stir together three cups of flour, two 


rounded teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, and a half teaapoonful of salt; ad<J 
to this a good half-cupful of crushed 
peanuts (when roasted they can l>e 
easily crushed with a rollingr pin); 
rub into this a tablespoonful of butter;

Five long tables were arranged length- 


wise of the ball which was deooratad 
with the red, white and blue, the plaid of 
Scotland, and palms and potted plants. A 
picture of Burns was on the stage. After 
the officers, the speakers and guests had 
filed in and taken their places at the 
center table, all were seated and Rev. Mr. 
Tenney said grace. Then came the ban- 
quet during which the Ideal orchestra 
played some most enjoyable and well 
rendered selections. There were nearly 
325 diners at the.-tables.

The supper over, at about 9.15 o'clock 


Chairman James J3. Hunter called the as- 
semblage to order and made a very ap- 
propriate and interesting speech. The 
speaker said that Scotland was a hive of 
industry today, iron and stnel enterprises 
now abounding in that country. He 
spoke of the ship building on the Clyde 
which he caiied the cradle of this line of 
industry. Scotland has borne a most im- 
portant part in tbe development of the 
world's commerce and wealth, For men 
of brains, men of action, men of con- 
science no country on earth can excel 
Scotland. A fine tribute was paid to the 
three men who were principally responsi- 
ble for the present commercial develop- 
ment of Scotland, David Mushet and 
James Neilson, who invented and devel- 
oped the hot-air process and made the 
discovery of tbe black-band ore, and 
James Nasmyth, the inventor of the 
steam hammer. This latter is one of the, 
most important inventions in the iroaj 
making industry, supplanting the trip 
hammer and making the manufacture of 
he modern guns and modern steamship 
shafting possible. The first steamships 
which crossed the Atlantic in 1819 was 
made in Clyde. The first four steamships 
of the Cunard Line were built by a Scotch- 
nan, Robert Napier. 


"In Scotland," the speaker concluded 


"in my native place, there used to be a 
kind of cloth called "Galashiels Grey" 
which was thus described by c venerable 
man a few years ago: 'Galashiels Grey 
was a most desirable cloth, of sound wool, 
with a well twined thread and warped 
and wafted with conscience.' We need 
today, in all the various occupations and 
positions of life, men with characters like 
that cloth." 
"From scenes like these old Scotia's 


grandeur springs, 


That makes her loved at home, revered 
abroad." 


At its close Mr. Hunter's 
excellent 


speech was heartily applauded. It was 
followed with a well rendered selection 
by Misses Arnold and Reagan, Messrs Mc- 
lntyre and Hunter. They sang Dudley 
Buck's "Annie Laurie" and it was heartily 
encored. Mr. Hunter followed with a 
soio "Loch Lomond" and Miss Arnold 
sang "Your Voice" by D^czo with a violin 
obligato played by Mr. J. J. Marriott. 
These musical numbers were all most 
appreciatingly received. 


Chairman Hunter in introducing the 


next speaker, Rev. W. L. Tenney, said 
that he was not a Scotchman but he was 
as near to one as he could become, hav- 
ing looked around for a wife who was of 
Scotch ancestry. The subject of Mr. Ten- 
ney's address was "Robert Burnj," and 
he treated the subject in a moat interest- 
ing and scholarly manner. It is to be re- 
gretted that his address cannot be printed 
in tall, for it suffers in the aiiempt to 
summarize it. He said he was not an 
apologist for Burns. He had been con- 
demned and part of -the condemnation 
waijust. He bad been lauded, and part 
of the unstinted laudation be deserve J. 
The severest charges brought ngnins 
Burns were brought h>y himself. Burns 
appealed to sentiments to whioh ev«ry 


true heart responds, and consequently 
bis fame will endure as long as time shall 
last. 


Burns saw evil in the church of his time* 


but he had the utmost respect for real 
religion. He sounded tones of the eter- 
nal melodies whioh shall ever ring in tb« 
ears of the best of mankind. He sang of 
nature, because his heart was attuned 10 
nature. Nature was always suggestive to 
him. He loved to linger upon its beauties, 
the flowers, the music of the rivulet, tbe 
calm of early morning, the glories of a 
dying day. Nothing is commonplace to 
him Which becomes a very part of his 
inmost soul. There is no straining after 
effect in Burns's descriptions of nature. 
Han shall e\ e • be refreshed by his poems 
as he is by the sight of a morning sun- 
me because the poet interprets for every 
lover of the beautiful the meaning of that 
upon which our eyes love to linger. 


Another tone which Burns sounded in 


"the eternal melody" comes in his treat- 
ment of the life of poverty. He saw even 
in poverty faith and hope and love. 
Burns's wit and humor are absolutely 
spontaneous. Even in his most arduous 
toil, hia best songs betray a joy in living. 
He is the poet of common life, of toil, the 
painter of the beauties to be found in the 
hardest day. None other wrote under 
such conditions and no other poet can 
gain a warmer place in the affections of 
the toilers of every race than this kingly 
peasant poet. 


Another note sounded by Burns in "the 


eternal-melody" is the tone of absolute 
reality and justice. He is the poet of man 
as man. He despises the tinsel of station 
and wealth. He is absolutely true to the 
Inner man. He is therefore the poet of 
true democracy. 


Tbe Scotch-American, as he yearly does 


honor to the memory of Bobert Burns, 
is a better man for it, a truer patriot, a 
more valuable citizen. 


Following Mr. Tenney's most delightful 


and most thoughtful address, whioh 
elicited closest attention, Mr. Mclntyre 
sang "There was a Lad" and F. H. Whit- 
law gave a most entertaining and laugh- 
able character sketch entitled 
"Tarn 


Baxter, the Railway Porter." -This was 
followed by a moat ele%'er exhibition of 
dancing to the music of the bagpipes, 
Mr. Mclntyre and Mr. Hunter then sang 
a duet, "Love and "War." 


The next speaker,'Mayor H. Torrey 


Cady, w.:s received with great applause. 
Mayor Cady expressed in fitting words 
his admiration for the Scotch people. He 
paid his respects in a humorous way to 
Chairman ?T"Bongal and Mr. Tenney, the 
first for being responsible for putting him 
jn the embarrassing position in which he 
was, and advising the second to train his 
deacons in ways of better rectitude. Mr. 
Cady's sallies were appreciatively received 
and greatly enjoyed. 


The quartet "My Love is Like the Red, 


Red Rose" was 
beautifully given by 


Misses Arnold and Reagan and Messrs- 
Mclntyre and Hunter and Mr. Mclntyre 
sang a solo "Star of Glengarry" by Poole 
and Miss Arnold sang two songs by 
Archer, "Polly" and'-Qeraldine" which 
were exceedingly pretty. Miss Arnold's 
voice is well known as inodt delightfully 
pure and sweet. 


Principal F. .OS*. Murdock of the state 


normal school followed wiih a very witty 
and entertaining speech, aptly illustrating 
the three Scottish traits of prudence, 
loyalty and equilibrium.

Mur- 


dock.is always a,- most graceful speaker 
and upon this particular occasion was at 
his best. A duet by Mendelssohm "Oi 
Wert Thou in the Cauld Blast?" was well 
sung by Misses Arnold and Reagan, a solo 
"On the Rolling Daep" by Verne given in 
Mr. Hunter's rich and pleasing baritone 
voice.and then, Mr. Whitlaw was again 
exceedingly entertaining in a humorous 
sketch in costume and gave as encore a 
bright and catchy topical song of his own 
composition in which 
Officer Krum, 


Mayor Cady, ex-Alderman Hamer and 
other local people were hit off in a man_ 
ner tbat the banqueters appreciated. 


Mr, McDoagal then made a short speech 


of thanks to those who contributed to the 
entire success of the occasion, and inci- 
dentally in a very neat way hit back at 
Mayor Cady and Principal Murdock who 
had touched him up in their remarks.

character. 
Secondly, his ab- 


solute 
sincerity. 
He 
acknowledged 


tri^th without 
flinching, 
often 
ac- 


knowledging bis own faults. 
Thirdly 


his patriotism. Burrs loved Scotland in 
the truest sense. He was a brother to all 
his fellow men,—one of 'the first altruists 
His patriotism was world-wide- Finally, 
his religious motives. Burns faced the 
light, his attitude was right, his feelings 
correct. He had no plaaa for atheism and 
had abiding faith iu God's final plans. 
Not his actions always, but hia beliefs and 
desires were truly religious. Mr. Ilall'a 
remarks were brief, but pointed and were 
highly enjoyed by hJ3 audience which 
would gladly have lienrd him longer. 


Mrs. William McNJilly next sang "The 


Banks and Braes o' Bonny Doon," which 
found warm response in every heart pres- 
ent. The song is a remarkably sweet one 
and was very sweetly rendered. 


Miss Elizabeth Costello next recited the 


story 
of Roman 
Virginiua 
and his 


daughter before Appius Claudius. The 
piece was one that required considera- 
ble elocutionary ability, but Miss Costello 
furnished it.

There were 
canny Sotchmen in the audience who 
could not be loaled. A good story from. 
"Beside the Bonny Brier Bush" was well 
given as an illustration. Patriotism, es- 
pecially as illustrated in the notable 
Scotch-Irish men in this country, is a 
characteristic of the Scotchman.

John Hall were such examples of pa- 
triotism transplanted in the new world. 
Finally, Mr. Spencer dwelt upon the 
intensely
